The McGill alumni might 
oppose any attempt by the Uni- 
versity to change the dis- 
criminatory prerequisites of 
the Annettes. Hill bursary. 

The Executive Committee 
of the Graduates' Society has 
already voted to ta Ice action 
against the University if the 
restrictions of the bursary 
are eliminated. The Society's 
Board 'of Directors will meet 
today to discuss the Execu- 
tive's resolution. 

The highly controversial 
bursary, mentioned in a will, 
is restricted to "young men 
of the Protestant faith and of 
good character from the 
Maritime Provinces or the 
Province of Ontario". 

University action against the 
discriminatory cbuses began 
last November, when Stu- 
dents' Council passed a motion 



to taice a stand against dis- 
criminatory schobrships. 'The 
Senate Schobrship Committee 
followed a week after with 

the adoption of a resolution 
recommending to Senate that 
it should introduce a private 
member's bill to the Quebec 
National Assembly in order 
to change the terms of the 
will. I 

Only the National Assembly 
can change the terms of a will.- 

Senate itself has yet to de- 
cide on this issue, which will 
probably be on the agenda in a 
meeting Jan. 28. The final de- 
cision thereafter will be made 
by the Board of Governors. 

The Graduates' Society, 
better known as the alumni 
does not have any officbl de- 
cision maidng power in the 
university. However it elects

MFU Exec, opposes sanctions

The Executive of the McGiU 
Faculty^ Union is opposed to 
the adiidhistraUon's handling of 
the August-Hoffman situation. 

In a meeting Friday night, 
the Executive decbred itself 
in opposition to the use of acade- 
mic punishment for alleged non- 
academic misconduct. 

Sidney Ingerman. MFU presi- 
dent, charged that under Uni- 
vërsity regiibtions one is im-' 
medbtcly punished by being 
barred from cbsscs, and tliat 
the University has no adequate 
procedural arrangements to 
follow." 

"The campus should not pro- 
vide privileged sanctuary from 
.the bw, " said Professor Inger- 



man. "By doing this, you are 
giving the Administration the 
light to determine what is right 

or wrong for the University." 

Martin Shapiro, External Vice- 
President of the Students' So- 
ciety stated, "In the determin- 
ation of ^fAai is right or wrong 
one cannot ignore the safety of the 
people in theUniversity." 

In the meantime, the subjects 
of the above argument, Arnold 
August and Eric Hoffman, have 
acquired a bwyer who will work 
free of charge. He is Gaébn Ro- 
bart, "one of the top anti-fasdst 
bwyers in Montreal," according 
to August. 

August also announced that the 
Indbn Progressive Study Grdup 
would be meeting Tuesday in the

"We are heading to- 
wards a more drastic situation," 
he explained. 

He is expected to be hi Toronto 
Tuesday, though' no details of his 
future plans are known. 

However, he b not expected to 
live in Canada indefinitely.

The sociology caucus, a joint 
studentrbcuity body which governs 
department affairs, was first 
dissolved by the faculty bst 
week following a dispute on hiring.

David Solomon, Chairman of 
Sociology, confirmed that caucus 
would be reconvened only to ne- 
gotbte a new form of govenunent, 
and not to discuss departmental 
business. 

Abbey expbined that the caucus 
represenbtives would not "pby 
the numbers game" with bculty, 
by debating ratios of student and 
faculty representation on the body.

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25 attend Biafran wake

A demonstration called by 
Action Biafra at the Université de 
Montréal last Friday fizzled into 
a small group of 25 students who 
discussed the situation in Nigeria. 

After about an hour of dis- 
cussion, a" copy of the United 
Nations Human Rights Charter 
was burnt by the group in protest 
against the stand taken by the UN 
during and after the war. 

U Thant has constantly main- 
tained that the war in. Nigeria 
was a dvil war and that the UN 
should not interfere. 

The support gathered for Fri- 
day's demonstration indicates 
that not many people seriously 
care now about the situation in 
Nigeria and the former Biafra. 

At a press conference held 
last Friday,, the;- Biafra Associa- 
tion of Canada'statcd. "The for- 



ces of British imperialism, Rus- 
sian revisionism, and Amer- 
ican racism have proved tempor- 
arily that no social change will 
be permitted in Africa except 
such as suit their interests. 

"Once again, black initiative 
and ingenuity have been snuffed 
out with the occupation of Biafra. 
and the champions of African 
mediocrity have re-established 
themselves," continued the As- 
sociation. 

The Action Biafra organization 
is pressing the Federal Govern- 
ment to convene the UN Security 
Council in order to send UN 
troops to the former Biafra. 

Ttds will serve to prevent the 
massacre and starvation which, 
according' to some sources, is 
still being carried out by the 
Nigerian troops. 

Biafran committees all across 
the world, especially in France.

are also pressing their respect- 
ive governments for the same 
cause. 

Clarissa Barton, head of 
Action Biafra in Montreal, char- 
ged yesterday "It is known that 
the Nigerian forces are complet- 
ely beyond the control of General 
Yakubu Gowon, the military 
Head of State of Nigeria." 

Several of his military com- 
manders are much more anti- 
Biafran than he is and he. does 
not have complete control ' over 
them, she said. 

"The propaganda against 
Biafrans has at times worked 
too well on the Nigerian soldiers 
who often are and were completely 
out of. their commanders* con- 
trol," she elaborated. 

Miss Barton pointed to re- 
ports from Countess Bourbon- 
Parme, who was working at a 
relief refugee camp for several 
months, that all men were shot, 
the women raped, and the children 
taken away to an unknown destin- 
ation by the Nigerian troops when 
they captured a Biafran village. 

There have also been reports 
from Biafran refugees arriving 
in Cameroon that selective mas- 
sacres of Ibos are being carried 
out by Nigerian forces in several 
villages, said Miss Barton. 

So far reports about conditions 
in Biafra have come from a 
team of military observers from 
Britain. Canada, Sweden, and 
Poland, stationed in Lagos, who 
have in the past reported that 
there was no starvation and mas- 
sacres of Biafrans without ever 
having set foot in Biafra. 

A recent report from this team 
mentioned that there was no 
evidence of genocide though they 
admitted that they spent only 
three hours in Owerri; and .that' 
the search was not thorough. 



No Loyola referendum

Paul Aitken. President of 
the Loyola of Montreal Stu- 
dents Association, in an ear- 
lier story, was quoted as say- 
ing that the investigation should 
go no further than looking into 
the firing of the 27 professors. 
He has stated however, tnat 
the firings are a symptom of 
a greater problem and that 
the investigation should attempt 
to uncover this problem.

Tigerism is

Sir: 

In his letter of January 13 
1970, Tiger reaffimis that lie 
does not condder women to be 
Inferior. However all the ar- 
guments developed In his book 
''Men in Groups". lead inev- 
itably to this conclusion. Based on 
some scattered and bizarre 
inthropological and sodological 
observations of others, Tiger 
derived a theory wfiich claims 
tliat men and women have dif- 
ferent social functions for genetic 
reasons. In spite of his state- 
ments to the contrary, one can 
hardly deny that Tiger believes 
in the inferiority of woman. One 
need only examine the explicit 
recommendations he offers to 
society in his book to be con- 
vinced of the truth. These are 
the measures he proposes : 

1. Keep women out of politics. 

2. Keep women in separate 
schools. 

3. Create all-male pubs in 
new towns. 

Moreover, he concludes that 
nothing can be changed. This is 
not only incorrect but outright 
reaction.

In your editorial hi Wednes- 
day's Daily, you enumerated the 
disadvantages of the fee school. 
F^om a. financial standpoint, no 
matter what the underlying rea- 
sons may be, a free school would 
. be supported by most people, 

However, money lias to come 
from somewhere, and one could 
assume that private srurces 
would not be able to supp.jrt all 
the schools in Canada. We would 
have to turn to the government. 

The financial burden thus placed 
on the government would be con- 
siderable; considerable enough 
for a carefully frugal govern- 
ment to take a second look at the 
institution on which they spend 
millions and perhaps because of 
which they have sacrificed tempo- 
rarily or permanently otKer pro- 
grams on the government agenda. 
The government would take in- 
terest in content, organization, 
and goals of university programs 
and would feel, and probably justly 
so, that th^ should have a say in 
the administration. The role of 
the university as a vanguard of 
change would be in jeopardy. The 
university could 'concdvably be- 
come another wing of a controlled 
civil service completely dependent 
on the government that is in 
power. The bureaucracy that has 
been very apparent at the public 
school level which^has helped to 
precipitate teacher unrest could 
possibly have the same conse- 
quences in the universities. The 
enrollment into certain courses 
could be geared to the needs of 
the councty, thus endan^ring the 
cosmopolitan atmosphere of many 
of' the universities. The student 
would become a tool of the govern- 
ment, geared to its own survival. 

In conclusion, I believe only 
limited help from the government 
will keep the universities worth- 
while places to learn.

Convention as ritual 



The choosing of the leader of a Que- 
bec political party has never been a 
particularly democratic event. In fact 
it is only within the last ten years that 
the National Union or the Quebec Liberal 
parties have really made any pretense 
that it is supposed to be. by transplant- 
ing that great American institution-the 
convention. 

Essential to any conception of a de- 
mocratic society is the idea that the 
electorate chooses the candidates to be 
presented to it in the general elections. 
To uphold this myth, spectacular politi- 
cal conventions are organized by each 
party at which the people supposedly 
elect the men to lead them into electoral 
battle. 

However, a political convention has 
many purposes and in the final analysis 
the selection of the leader by the people 
is often thé last consideration. 

In the first place, the delegates are 
elected by some other body: in some 
counties, they are practically appointed 
by the local party organization. In the 
most democratic of counties there are 
seldom more than ten electors per del- 
egate chosen. At this most generous 
figure, last week's Liberal convention 
only represented 16.000 electors. 

In fact it Is much less, because 
there are numerous ex-officio del- 
egates chosen to give the party organ- 
ization sufficient control. The 'number 
of non-elected ex-officio delegates given 
votes at the Liberal- convention in fact 
almost outnumbered the elected delega- 
tes who in turn were often chosen by 
virtue of association and obligatiorK to 
the party organization. ^ 

It rapidly becomes apparent that in 
Claude Wagner's words, "the convention 
is strictly a family affair." In fact. 
Robert Bourassa was chosen leader 
by a cadre representing not much more 
than the 1600 delegates who attended 
the convention. 

However, we should not become 
overly dismayed at the. gross expend- 
iture of resources and attention given 
to the leadership convention, for the 
exercise . serves two very real ends. 
The' first is to pay off the party faith- 
fuls upon whom a political organization 
depends and the second is to win the 
good favor of the press. The pay-off 



is of course very rarely monetary, 
but rather it operates on the true curren- 
cy of politics which is prestige. 

To this end. every person who earns 
the distinction of being sent , to the 
convention whether as. delegate or 
newsman is issued an impressive ident- 
ity card which allows him the honor 
of passing through various police cor- 
dons and checkpoints. A pecking order 
is thus established depending on the 
number of uniformed dodos that wave 
you on. The fact that anybody could win 
accèss to any part of the convention 
floor is not important as long as the 
appearance of selectivity is maintained. 

The third and most important func- 
tion of a political convention is the 
opportunity it- gives to the party to 
generate enthusiasm for upcoming 
battles. Despite the assurances of 
austerity, the ballyhoo associated with 
conventions Is absolutely essential if you 
expect the party workers to remain 
militant. If a political convention often 
resembles Barnum and Bailey it is be- 
cause it is planned that way. 

On Saturday, the length of the con- 
vention was purposely drawn out be- 
cause, the Party organizers feared a 
victory would be declared before the 
victory parties were ready to start. 
Conveniently the voting machines 
broke down. Gut it was a close call. 

It doesn't take a sophisticated poli- 
tical observer to see the convention as 
an elaborate corporate exercise in 
political ritual. But because the motives 
for its existence are certainly not 
trivial, one wonders how real the rest 
of the game is.

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Bourassa: a leader? 



As predicted Robert Bourassa swept to 
victory on the first bailot at the Quebec Liber- 
al Convention. He becomes leader of the Que- 
bec. Liberal party with a significant rift separ- 
ating his supporters from those of Pierre La- 
porte and Claude Waper, Beyond the usual 
resentment found at leadership conventions, 
tlie big question mark in the minds of most 
Liberal party militants is whether Bourassa 
the economist lawyer, can become Bourassa • 
the political leader. 

The question of Bourassa's efficacy as an 
economist has never been questioned. In fact 
the main planic of his campaign has been the 
need in Quebec for a leader with his particu- 
lar expertise. However, doubts over Bouras- 
sa's ability to lead the Liberal I>arty to vic- 
tory over the National Union in the forth- 
coming election have haunted him right from 
his opening press conference.

. While Bourassa pas become soinewhat 
more effective through the rigors of an un- 
sually long campaign, it became evident with 
the opening of the leadership'convention on 
Friday that he still has a long way to go. This 
was not denied even by the most convinced 
Bourassa supporters. A typical response 
was, "It you consider how much he's im- 
proved, he has great potential," at best an 
unusual example of political enthusiasm. 

Bourassa's victory had been predicted as 
eariy as December and confirmed in all the 
polls published in the major French language 
newspapers last weeic However, tiiis did not 
deprive the convention of a certain unique 
suspense. That Bourassa might actually 
become the leader of the Qu(^ec Liberal party 
before the.end^of ,tbe week seemed at times an ' 
inconceivable conclusion, if only from the'un- 
intentional aura of humility which sunoiihds 
theman. 

Throughout Bourassa maintained the same 
demeanor which he had carried throughout tlie 
campaign, the picture of à young academic 
pushed into the forefront of politics by the 
Vicissitodes of cbnumstance and the ambition 
of friends. A num fighting valiantly to project 
an image of forcefulhiess but more success- 
fully portraying himself as an individual cons- 
tantly consuming his own endless resources 
of pure energy. 

On the other hand, observers could not 
help but be impressed by enormous campaign 
expenditures which' had catapulted Bourassa 
into prominence. 



• Perhaps the icey to the convention and its 
final selection of Bourassa as leader of the 
Liberal party was the fact that he was opposed 
by Claude Wagner, former Minister of Justice 
and Pierre Laporte, former ' Liberal House 
leader. 

Wagner and Laporte are perfect examples 
of the traditional Quebec politician. Men with 
somewhat irresistable public personalities, 
impressive political educations and rather 
questionable scruples or private opinions. 
Tried and true, these men came to the- con- 
vention with the support of the conservative 
and rural elements within the Liberal party. 

In their speeches to the assembled dele- 
gates in the coliseum, Wagner and Laporte 
gave excellent performances: first building 
emotion-then manipulating it. Wagner and La- 
porte appealed to the same electorate In the 
same way. If there had been a second ballot 
the Wagner and Laporte forces could have 
easily formed a coalition. 

However, the majority which gave the con- 
vention to Bourassa had decidedly rejected 
the traditional style of politician as represent- 
ed by Wagner and Laporte. They bought or 
thought they were buying a technocrat, a young 
man of consfderable energy who appeared to 
offer them concrete answers to the problems 
felt by those who are elected delegates to a 
Liberal Convention. 

Though most delegates could only rationalize 
their choice in regurgitated phrases about 
competence and "un vrai leadership", the 
driving force behbid thehr choice was concern 

over the problems of security, economic 



health and the threat of separatism. With 
credentiab which are impressive to Quebec, 
Bourassa based his appeal largely on his 
lack of 'political savoir fah«, a weakness 
which. was interpreted by his supporters as a 
testament to hb shicerity and competence. 

Essentially, Bourassa won his support 
from an electorate who are worried and ex- 
hausted. Tired from the rhetoric of the cons- 
titutional ddiate, weakened by a deteriorating 
situation in Quebec, and further dispirited by 
the Liberals unfortunate demise in the last 
election,' they opted for a new type of candi- 
date. A man who comes across as a reliable 
accountant capable of putting the house in or- 
der. 

Unfortunately for the Liberals, the dele-' 
gates at the convention do not represent the 
electorate who will eventually decide whether 
Robert Bourassa replaces Jean-Jacques Ber- 
trand as head of the government. In order to 
win the forthcoming election Bourassa will 
have to attract to the Liberals some of those 
who voted for the National. Union in the last 
election. If this crucial electorate had been 
present at the Liberal Convention they would 
have voted for Claude Wagner or Pierre La- 
porte', and without a doubt would have felt the 
same disdain for the politics of Robert Bou- 
rassa as the rest of the Wagner-Laporte dde- 

When the final tally of votes was annoimciiid 
on Saturday night, Claude Wagner was literally 
dragged to the podium by Btyce Mackasey to 
give a grudging congratulatory message to 
Bourassa. Wagner merely wished Bourassa 
good luck. Without Wagner's support he'll need 
it badly.

Irving Layton, a Canadian 
poet and thus by tils ov^n defi- 
nition an optimist, treated a 
Leacock 26 audience Friday 
night to a selection of poems 
that revealed themselves quite 
easily and were, in part, cor- 
respondingly superficial in 
interest. 

Not that Mr. Layton did" not 
try. Flipping through collec- 
tions of his works, he hit the 
audience with poems on every- 
thing from political prisoners 
to Montreal to his sex life and 
"the antinomial nature of the 
universe". 

In many of his poems he 
tried to be personal. Yet as 
soon as he had explained a 
feeling or created an effect, 
he would read a poem on an- 
other subject. The effect just 
created would be nullified. 
He sprinkled witty verses and 
aphorisms amongst .the "apo- 
calyptic" and serious poems 
like asides to the audiencè.
